THR REFORTED SECRET “PARTITE IN TReATY. | 


The qnestion whether & pecret treaty exints |: 


between Eogland'and Germany concerning the 

tition of the Portugneso. Colonies ia Africa 
is Again discussed by Maximilian Hurien 
fo his woekly rovlew, Die. Zatunfi, Many 
Gormans, writes 2 Berlin corrospondent, have 
firmly bellarod for years past that the ultimate 
fate of the Portugnese Colonial possesatons is 
already decided upon’ by secret agreement 
between thoso two Powers, and Herr .Hardon 
contends that the German policy in South-West 
Attica can be justified only on the ‘grounds 
that this ssauni, tion is founded on fact: 

Horr Harden points out that, although it is 
now twenty-five years ainde, by treaty with the 
Portuguese, the northern frontier of German 
-Bouth- West Africa wa- fixed, no effort has been 
mado to extend the German dominion over tho 
Ovambo country, lying to the extreme north of 
the German Protectorate and bordering on 


Portuguese territory. Thorn ia at. present, he f 


says, no German soldior, official, or agent in the 
Ovambo conntry, only six Rhevish ond eloven 
Finnish missionaries are endeavouring to spread 
among . the natives the civilising inflnence of 
Christianity, In the year 1900. Lioutenant 
Franke visited a few Orambo chivfs on his own 
account, and: roported that his reception was 
friendly and that thoro were no obstacles in the 
»way of ostablishing German authority in th 
country. ‘No steps were taken, however, hy the 
Govornment; and nothing was done when, in tho 
year 1901, Captain. Kiicfoth nosuccessfally 
Jendeavoured to panish the Ovambus for 
murdering «two German tradera, "On. tho: 
suppression «of the Herrero: insnrrection 
troops wero stationed. ‘along the southern 
borders: of the Ovambo ‘country to pre- 
vent the impetuous natives from penotrating the 
peaceable Ttstelots of (he Protectorate, and 
nothing further happoned until in the year 1908 
Captain Franke obtained permission to travel in 
the Ovambo.country, He sugeeeded in prevailing 
on the fire mos‘ importunt clidefs to acknowledge 
waconditionally ihe Germau dominion, and ro- 
commended the despatch of an armed force into 
the country to secure, by means of a military de- 
monstration, what he had gained. His advice 
was. disregarded, an| up to the present moment 
the Ovambo natives bare been left to their own 
devices, , 
According .to Herr Harden tho natives have | 
employed the time in improving their fighting 
. efficiency, ‘Throngh the help of Portugaeso 
agents thoy have, he states, gradually exchanged 
thoir sasegaia ind kirris, theix bows and arrowa 
for modern rifles, andastrong anti-Gorman foel- 
ing ia being fostered among them. Moroovor, 
ho ade, the strong Ovambo natives, who would 
be involuable as labourers ii the almost dopo-- 
pulated Protectorate, find work on the Benguella 
Toilway.- - : ; : 
Herr Harden declares that this waiting atti. 
tude on the pert of the Germau Govorument is 
fully explained if thore exists such 9 secret 
treaty a8 above mentioned, for the Portuguese 
territory to the ‘north of South-Wost Africa 
would one day fall into the German lap. If no 
such treaty, exists he contends that Germany
